He comae ted on the weakness of the Thai apparatus for tha 
detection of subversive elements, and raaarkad that largely b accuse 
of this it is difficult to assess the degree or significance of 
infiltration of such elements into the cemmm. ity. Bs eraphnsl nart 
the necessity «e Improving access to villages on tha part of govern- 
east officials, with particular reference to assistance they would 
thws ha in a position to rendor in Civic Action and similar programs. 
The Ambassador felt that the light aircraft which have bean proposed 
are extremely important and that the development of roads is al so a 
high priority. 

As to tha Border Police, Mr. Young said that tha aircraft and 
adequate radio equi pment ate required. It was noted that in this 
caaa tha ctMMunicatloea equipment requires a degree of flexibility 
and adaptability to while use that distinguish* it free that required 
for the village alarm system in Vietnam. It wee pointed oat that tha 
procurement of weapons and transport is proceeding satisfactorily, 
but that there is a delay in requisition* and related paper* in 
connection with the communications equipment. The Chairman asked 
that tha procurement situation be looked at again closely and that 
A1B report to tha Special Croup (Cl) if any bottleneck* appear that 
cannot be eliminated quickly. 

Ambassador Young questioned whether any air unit provided could 
be affectively run by the Thai*. On tha other hand, ha felt that 
it would be hotter to keep direction in the heads of the Air Attache 
rather than placing it la tha M*AC. It mi decided he would discuss 
the entire air matter further with General Krulak and It. Colonel 
Wilson.
